Begins 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—America's Surveyor 2 space­ 
craft hurtled toward the moon 
today, aiming to soft-land in the 
middle of its target to photo­ 
graph 
a crater-pocked plain 
where 
American 
astronauts 
may walk within three years. 
“We appear to be on a lunar 
trajectory," the flight control 
center reported 30 
minutes 
after launching, but cautioned 
that four to five hours of track­ 
ing would be required to deter­ 
mine the precise course and 
what 
corrections 
might 
be 
necessary. 
A 
powerful 
Atlas-Centaur 
rocket raced against the clock 
and thundered away from Cape 
Kennedy at 8:32 a.m. EDT to 
start Surveyor 2 on a 63-hour 
voyage which project officials 
predict will be “a cliff hanger 
all the way." The booster got off 
the ground with less than one 
second to spare. 
If all goes well, Surveyor 2 
will reach the moon about 11:28 
p.m. Thursday, and will settle 
gently onto the Sinus Medii— 
Central Bay—a flat but poten­ 
tially rugged plain located in 
the center of the moon's visible 
face. 
Once there, its revolving cam­ 
era eye is to scout around the 
area to see if it is a good land­ 
ing spot for American astro­ 
nauts. 
The “cliff hanger" label was 
good right from the beginning 
as the Atlas-Centaur just barely 
got off the launch pad on time. 
Another seven-tenths of a sec­ 
ond and the shot would have 
been 
scrubbed, 
the 
launch 
director, Robert Gray, said. 
The crew had only a 36- 
minute period ending just after 
8:32 a.m. in which to fire the 
rocket to achieve the proper 
course. A balky valve that re­ 
fused to close had held up the 
count for almost the entire peri­ 
od. 
After the rocket was a minute 
off the pad, the blockhouse lost 
all power because of a momen­ 
tary electrical feilureata relay 
station in Sanford, Fla. Gray 
said had this occurred in the 
final moments of the count­ 
down, the shot would have been 
postponed. 
To adjust for any course er­ 
rors, Surveyor 2 carries 
a 
small motor which can 
be 
triggered by ground command. 
The first 
firing, 
intended to 
zero in on a desired landing 
zone, was scheduled for about 
midnight tonight. 
Tracking stations reported all 
equipment aboard the 2,204- 
pound vehicle was operating 
and that the craft was re­ 
sponding 
to 
commands. Its 
three padded touchdown legs 
and 
antennas 
extended 
as 
planned and the craft aligned 
itself on the sun for cruising 
reference. 
“We're looking real good," 
the control center reported. 
Surveyor 2's planned 63-hour, 
240,927-mile journey 
to the 
moon “will be a cliff hanger

jamin Milwitzky, Surveyor pro­

Dirksen's amendment, bottled 
up in committee since he intro­ 
duced it in March, is aimed at 
Supreme Court decisions for­ 
bidding official prayers in pub­ 
lic schools. 


Scouting Held Up as 
Cure for U.S. Evils 


Scouting was recommended 
last night as a prescription 
which might save the nation. 
Boy Scout Executive Eddie 
Schrader said that 19 of 21 
civilizations 
had perished, 
going from bondage to bondage.

blamed “complacency, 
apathy and despondency"

emphasized

“Scouting teaches patrio­ 
tism, self reliance, duty 
to 
God, to country, to others and 
to self. 
“Dollars giving to Scouting 
are spent in Southeast Missou­ 
ri for your boy. 
“It is distasteful but I'll ad­ 
mit that a federal 
govern­ 
ment subsidy for Scouting is a 
possibility. 
“Some of the volunteer mem­ 
bers of our national council feel 


that we could reach more boys, 
build better camps, pay better 
salaries and consequently get 
more and better men into pro­ 
fessional Scouting" with a fed­ 
eral subsidy, Schrader said. 
The Scout executive 
noted 
that 
the Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri Council of the Boy Scouts 
is $14,000 short of its 1966 
budget. 
It would be easy, he said, to 
say, “Thank you, Uncle Sam."

on prev iou s labor d ay s. 
Jimmy Hoffa, head of 
the 
Teamsters, when ask ed whether 
labor was boy cotting Johnson, 
replied ; 
“No, labor ju st isn’t 
hu ngry any more. My men each 
hav e a cottage at the lak e, and 
they want to spend their holi­ 
d ay there, not at a rally where 
there are no park ing places. 
Most of them d on’t remember 
the old d ay s when labor was 
hu ngry .” 
In California, the election 
of 
Gov ernor will partly d epend 
on whether labor remembers 
who helped them in the

d ay s, when they were hu ngry , 
or whether they are carried 
away by present • d ay tele­ 
v ision glamou r. 
REAGAN’S RECORD 
What candidate Reag an has 
been selling on telev ision has 
been anti - Communism, morali­ 
ty in g ov ernment, and platitudes 
about feirness to the working 
man. The real record, in con­ 
trast, is just the opposite. 
For 10 y ears Reag an was the 
TV-Radio spokesman for one of 
the most anti • labor corpora­ 
tions in the nation which sup­ 
ported a procommunist union 
and was conv icted of one of the 
big g est criminal conspiracies 
in the history of 
industrial 
America — General Electric. 
GE has reformed since then, 
but at the time Reag an was work­ 
ing tor it, as a GE employ ee, 
Reag an paid g lamour v flSits to 


GE plants, talk ed with labor 
lead ers, emphasized that he was 
former 
Presid ent of 
the 
Screen Actors Gu ild , and tried 
to sell the line that General 
Electric was su ch a good com­ 
pany no u nion was necessary . 
GE’s top ex ecu tiv es 
were 
accu sed of conspiring to fix the 
prices of the electrical eq u ip­ 
ment u sed by mu nicipalities and 
u tilities all ov er the nation, thu s 
increasing prices to the 
tax ­ 
pay ers. For 
this three top 
ex ecu tiv es went to jail and GE 
was fined nearly $1 
million. 
This is not the k ind of morality 
Reagan now talk s abou t before 
California v oters. 
At that time GE was d ealing 
with 
the 
United Electrical 
Work ers which was so procom­ 
mu nist that on Nov . 2, 19 49 , the 
CIO ex pelled it. TTie resolu tion 
of ex pu lsion read : “we can no 
longer tolerate the Commu nist 
party masq u erad ing as a labor 
u nion.” 
On that same d ay , Nov . 2, 
19 49 , the CIO established anew 
non-Commu nist u nion, the In­ 
ternational Union of Electrical 
Rad io and Machine Work ers, 
u su ally called the “IUE” , which 
sou ght to organize 
General 
Electric. 
Howev er, GE continu ed tod o 
bu siness with the procommu nist 
ev en 
after an NLRB election 
was held In March of 19 50 in 
which the majority of employ ees 
v oted to join the IUE. It was not 
u ntil Nov ember 
of 19 50 and 
after a 10 . d ay strik e that GE 
finally recognized the noncom- 
mu nist IUE. 
Meanwhile GE had brou ght 
in from the 
Carrier Corpora­ 
tion, Lemu el Bou lware, one of 
the most anti • labor ex ecu tiv es 
in the nation, to be Vice Presi- 
d ent in charge of GE’s labor 
relations. Bou lware 
became 
a sy mbol of anti - u nion tac­ 
tics, k nown to labor lead ers 
throu ghou t the nation, bu t now 
forgotten by the rank and file in 
sou thern California. 
POLICIES ON RECORD 
A Senate Labor Committee 
headed by then Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey , D-Minn., now Vice

in,, 
foresting reading for the op- 


erating engineers. 
Howev er, as Jimmy 
Hoffa 
said in Detroit, after only 10,- 
000 people tu rned ou t to hear 
Presid ent Johnson on 
Labor 
Day , “labor isn’t hu ngry any ­ 
more. They hav e forgotten the 
old d ay s.” 
In California, in particu lar, 
labor has forgotten that Gov . 
Brown 
raised u nemploy ment 
benefits from $40to$6 5 a week , 
among the highest in the nation, 
raised pensions from $9 0 to 
$101, boosted benefits for hos­ 
pitalized work ers from $50 to 
$80, mad e California’s mini­

Consti­ 
tution Week was approved In 
August, 1856, as a time for 
study and observance of the 
acts that resulted In the draft­ 
ing of the Constitution. 
Be­ 
tween 1939 and 1956, a number 
of organizations have been In­ 
strumental in encouraging these 
observances. Among them are 
the Sons of the American Revo­ 
lution, the American Legion, 
the National Education Asso­ 
ciation, and the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 
It 
was the DAR in 1955 which 
organized the Idea of devoting 
an entire week to the Consti­ 
tution, beginning on September 
17 of each year. The underlying 
purpose Is to strengthen our 
Nation 
in her dedication to 
liberty and justice.

After each 
scene she would, retire to her 
dressing room, and she was the 
first to have a room that was 
closed off from the view of oth­ 
ers. But she was very kind and 
indulgent to a boy who was just 
starting out as an actor. She 
was especially helpful on my 
first day, when I met her and 
then had to go right into the 
scene which bad 'The Kiss'.” 
Charles 
Bickford (“Anna 
Christie,”): “A 
delightfully 
honest and unassuming human 
being. We found we had a mu­ 
tual liking for many things, such 
as hiking, swimming, 
ten­ 
nis, scotch whisky and money.” 
Twenty five years after her 
departure from films, Garbo 
remains an incandescent figure 
to her coworkers and to the le­ 
gion of admirers of. her cine­ 
matic art. Without even trying, 
she was the most glamorous 
star of Hollywood's golden era, 
having successfully spanned the 


transition to sound. 
“Garbo talks!” was the ad­ 
vertising catchword for her 
first 
dialogue 
film, “Anna 
Christie.” Many a film buff 
can recite her initial line to 
the bartender of a waterfront 
saloon: “ Gimmie 
a visky — 
ginger ale on the side - and 
don't be stingy, baby.” 
She reigned throughout the 
30s as the screen's top dramatic 
actress, appearing opposite the 
best-known actors: Clark Gable 
in ‘fSusan Lennox,” John Barry­ 
more in “ Grand Hotel,” Fred- 
ric March in “Anna Karenina,” 
Robert Taylor in “Camille,” 
Charles Boyer in “Conquest.” 
“She was very practical,” 
recalls George Cukor, who di. 
rected her in “Camille.” “She 
iqxew her own temperament and 
* how she could operate. People 
distracted her, so she kept the 
set dear of strangers. As soon 
as the scene was over, she got 
offstage, so she could husband 
her strength. She had only so 
much to give; that was why she 
quit at 5 o'dock.” 
Garbo's career began to wane 
in the late 1930s, but it bounced 
back in 1939 when she played 
her first comedy, the brilliant 
"Ninotchte” — said the ads: 
“Garbo laughsl” She tried an­ 
other 
comedy, 
“ Two-Faced 
Woman,” but it turned into a 
disaster. The film ran afoul of 
the censors, was shot over and 
then released to critical disdain 
and poor business. 
In 1941, MGM and Garbo 
agreed to end her contract. The 
studio viewed the situation re­ 
alistically. The Garbo movies 
had always prospered more in 
Europe than in the United 
States, and now the European 
market had vanished with the 


war. 
Garbo continued living in Hol­ 
lywood and became an Ameri­ 
can citizen in 1951. She had no 
need to work; she had earned 


millions — in 1937 her income 
was $47,602 - and had invested 
in real estate, stocks and bonds. 
In the early 1950s she moved 
her home to New York. 
Despite her achievements on 
the screen, she never won an 
Academy Award for her acting. 
She was nominated four times. 
Hollywood finally made up for 
the lapse by granting her an 
honorary award in 1955 for her 
“series of luminous and unfor­ 
gettable performances. 


TWO PARTIES APPROVE 
CAMPAIGN PLATFORMS 
JEFFERSON CITY-Missouri 
Democrats and Republicans met 
here last week and adopted cam­ 
paign platforms kicking off the 
fell campaign.

“We recommend the continued 
recognition and correction of 
legitimate grievance in the field 
of civil rights. But we condemn 
and will not tolerate violence or 
lawlessness.” 
The state GOP platform drew 
criticism 
from some Repub­ 
licans for its feilure to men­ 
tion specific issues. 
The re­ 
sulting 
three-page document 
dealt largely in platitudes and 
generalities. 


Several attempts were made to 
amend the document, but were 
defeated with the help of State 
Rep. Donald M - Belt, chair mar 
of the platform committee, who 
said the platform was purposely 
planned to be short and in gen­ 
eral terms for the voters to 
read.

By Tight Money Squeeze 


College Costs Complicated 


By JOHN CUNNIFF 
NEW YORK (AP) — The high 
cost of attending college, always 
a cause of frantic figuring and 
financial juggling by parents, is 
hurting even more this year. 
Most parents and students 
were prepared for the high tui- 
tion and other costs of college 
life. But others were surprised 
by the difficulty of getting low- 
cost, delayed-payment educa­ 
tional loans. 
Some 
banks 
simply didn't 
have the money to lend because 
of previous commitments to 
profitable interest rates else­ 
where. 
In some instances, students 
and parents seeking bank loans 
were sent forms, but were told 
that they shouldn't expect a 
loan unless they also had an 
account at the bank. 
Although close to a billion dol­ 
lars is invested in student loan 
programs — through govern­ 
ment plans administered by col­ 
leges, government loans admin* 
istered by banks, %nd*stratgWl ■ 
loans to parents — the demand 
has grown fast. And money is 
tight. 
Oie estimate of the cost of a 
year in college putrit at $986 for 
a public college in a student's 
own state to $2,261 at a private 
college. 


Making up the $2,261, says the 
Institute of Life Insurance, is 
$1,376 for tuition and fees and 
$885 for room and board. These 
figures are average. They will 
be exceeded frequently. 
To obtain fUnds, some parents 
have sold stock at a very inap­ 
propriate time — when prices 
have dropped about 20 per cent 
below their heights of a few 
months ago. 
Few parents and students are 
going to permit themselves to 
be caught again next year, but 
the feet remains that without 
loans some students simply 
won't be able to attend college. 
The cost of higher education 
is outpacing personal income. 
And today's enrollment ofabout 
4.5 million college students is 
forecast to nearly double by 
1973. Many of these will not 
have cash. They will have to 
borrow. 
Farsighted bankers, realizing 
that a student later will use a 
checking account, a savings ac-

money. The First National City 
Bank in New York estimates 
that the billion dollars now 
available will probably double 
in 1969 and trinle bv 1972. 
Temperatures and Rain 


Will Be Below Normal 


PORTAGEVILLE —Both tem­ 
peratures and rainfall are ex­ 
pected to average below normal 
in the Missouri Bootheel over 
the 30-day period ending 
in 
mid-October. Now that general 
rains have raised moisture re­ 
serves to good levels in most 
sections of Southeast Missouri, 
a dry period would be bene­ 
ficial for end-of-season activi­ 
ties. A cool temperature trend 
raises the question of how soon 
can we expect first frost to cut 
off the growing season. 
Major low pressure centers 
are not expected to affect Boot­ 
heel weather patterns during 
this period. High pressure sys­ 
tems will cross the 
northern 
Rockies and move through the 
mid-west just south of the Great 
Lakes Region. This places their 
centers well to the north of our 
area, but means that we can 
expect southward penetration of 
cool air as they pass. Canadian 
high pressure centers are ex­ 
pected to follow a path that will 
keep them north of the United 
States 
border until 
they 
approach New England. 
Normally the date of 
first 
light frost (28-32 degrees) oc­ 
curs about Oct. 20 in Scott, 
Stoddard and Butler counties, 
but not until Nov. 4 in 
the 
southern sections of the Boot­ 
heel. 
With below normal tem­ 
peratures indicated, there is 
some chance for an earlier oc­ 
currence this season. Farmers 
will get advance notice of the 
arrival of freezing weather by 
watching the five day outlooks 
as the season progresses. Cool 
weather will help make beans, 
but will limit the amount of 
maturity we can expect from 
the present cotton boll load. 
General 
rains on Sept. 18 
brought the major part of mois­ 
ture received in the Bootheel 
since the first of the month. 
Up to the Sept. 15, for example, 
Malden had measured 0.08 inch 
and Charleston 0.14 inch. The 
highest total at Bootheel Agri­ 
cultural stations maintained by 
ESSA-Weather Bureau up 
to 
that date was 0.87 inch at Sikes- 
ton. By Sept. 19th the follow­ 
ing totals were noted:

Normal rainfall for the period 
mid-September through mid- 
October for the Bootheel as a 
whole is 3.15 inches.

3.25 inches, Poplar Bluff 3.36 
inches, 
Dexter 3.50 inches, 
Morehouse 3.29 inches, Parma 
3.07 inches, and Sikeston 3.40 
inches. 
Rainfall for that period this 
year 
will come 
mostly in 
showers that accompany cold 
fronts 
through the Bootheel. 
Without support of low pres­ 
sure circulation to transport 
Gulf moisture from the south, 
these showers are likely to be 
scattered and light. 
With adequate soil moisture 
in most sections to fill 
out 
beans, attention now can turn to 
the forthcoming harvest. 
Dry 
soils and dry, cool air are a 
good combination to limit the 
amount of dew that iorms on 
cotton and beans. 
High night­ 
time humidity does not delay 
the day to day cotton picking 
and combining of beans nearly 
as much as long periods when 
dew soaks lint and pods. 
Generally, however, we can 
expect a good number of nights 
with heavy dew. Cotton harvest 
Bulletins prepared at the Delta 
Center ESSA-Weather Bureau 
Agricultural Service Office will 
be released to Bootheel Radio 
stations 
for 
broadcast 
to 
farmers interested in preserv­ 
ing lint quality by harvesting 
dry cotton. These bulletins will 
be available by 7 a.m. each 
morning beginning about Sept. 
26. 
It is not likely that the 
harvest will get into full swing 
before that time. With 
dry 
weather indicated, it won't hurt 
to stay out of the field until 
dew dries, and to end the har­ 
vest day when moisture rises 
in cotton early in the evening. 
The more dew that beans are 
subject to over a number of 
hours during the night, the 
tougher pods become and the 
higher the bean moisture rises 
above the previous afternoon’s 
values. 
Less 
combine ad­ 
justment is required when beans 
are allowed to dry well before 
starting 
through 
the field. 
Beans dry poorly under cloudy 
skies. 
Cool temperatures will also 


tend to reduce effectiveness of 
defoliants on late cotton. Check 
with your county extension dir­ 
ector if in doubt and watch 
weather forecasts 
to avoid 
applications just before a cold 
or cloudy period.

Scouting was recommended 
last night as a prescription 
which might save the nation. 
Boy Scout 
Executive Eddie 
Schrader said that 19 
of 21 
civilizations 
had perished, 
going from bondage to bondage. 
He 
blamed “ complacency, 
apathy and despondency" 
but 
emphasized 
he 
wasn't pre­ 
dicting 
that 
those trends 
would 
produce 
the 
same 
result in this country. 
History, 
he 
said, merely 
shows that it lias happened. 
He quoted Historian Arnold 
Toynbee as saying 
that the 
civilizations that fell were “ not 
from external conquest but from 
the evaporation of belief with­ 
in." 
“ (Air youth lave in their hands 
the future of tne nation," he told 
the Rotary club at the Holiday 
Inn. “ Scouting teaches patrio. 
tism , self reliance, duty 
to 
God, to country, to others and 
to self. 
“ Dollars giving to Scouting 
are spent in Southeast Missou- 
ri for your boy. 
“ It is distasteful but I'll ad­

The first trial, which resulted in the convic­ 
tion of Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard for murder in 
the death of his wife, unfolded in a circus 
atmosphere. The supreme court overturned it. 
Many newspapers have been 
as critical

lawyers 
of the publicity excesses of 
the Cleveland newspapers in covering 
the 
trial and in pre - trial stories, many of which 
were 
prejudiced accounts of the slaying. 
But it didn’t take the judge, who will preside 
at the second trial unless there is a change of 
venue, long to adopt excessive measures to re ­ 
strict the press. 
He has excluded cameras, sound equipment, 
teletype machines and other press parapher­ 
nalia from the court room. No fault can 
be 
found with this order because it is necessary 
to maintain the dignity of the court and to 
prevent distraction of witnesses.

HIGH COST OF COLLEGE 
WITH ABOUT 6 MILLION American boys and 
girls going to colleges and universities 
this 
fall — compared with about 5 1/2 million last 
year — a silent prayer is in order for all the 
parents who have to bear the costs of college. 
In this affluent society, almost 
any qualified 
student who tries can make it to college, but 
for some parents the financial hardship will be 
real. 
College costs seem to rise at a geometrical 
rate 
of progression. Starting 
this month, 
tuition, fees, and room and board at Yale will 
average a cool $3,000 -- up $200 from last 
year. Duke on the same 
basis is up from 
$2,197 to $2,297. Stanford goes from $2,595 
to $2,715. 
A survey by the Life Agency Management 
Assn., and a Business Week spot check, show 
that the escalation is not limited to the big 
name of even the highly selective institutions.

THESE FIGURES are not juggled or cooked. 
They represent a national trend. A 
regional 
college 
with 
a 
state tax - supported sys­ 
tem, such as 
those in California, Ohio, and 
New York, may charge far less than private 
colleges. Generally, the cost for residents of 
the state is about 50 per cent less than at p ri­ 
vate colleges. But if out - of - state appli­ 
cants 
can get admitted, they will pay only 25 
per cent less than they would to a private 
school. 
Tuition, room, and board are only part of 
the cost structure. Clothing comes high, even 
in these days of conscious campus slouch. 
Carnaby St. mod stuff may not cost what 
jackets and slacks from a New Haven tailor 
will, but it isn’t that cheap. 
Don’t 
forget 
the 
second 
biggest item — 
transportation. Cars, relatively rare even on 
Ivy League campuses a quarter of a century 
ago, are now almost de rigueur. Dartmouth has 
long been one of the nation’s most expensive 
colleges 
just because of its sheer inaccessi­ 
bility, although that is easing 
now. And don’t 
forget special course fees, books, sports equip­ 
ment, and personal spending (not to mention the 
high cost of LSD and pot). The U. S. Office of 


Education 
estimates 
extra expenses at an 
average of $700 to $800 per school year, and that 
sounds 
low. The O. of E. will send a free 
pamphlet on budgeting for college in reply to a 
postcard 
addressed to Office of Education, 
D. C. 20202. 
FEDERALLY GRANTED LOANS for 
college 
have been facilitated by the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. This 
in a 
sense augments the 
National Defense Education Act of 1958. Under 
the latter act, about 968,000 needy students have 
borrowed approximately $834 million to go to 
college. 
Nearly half a million students at approximate­ 
ly 1,600 institutions will be able to borrow this 
year. More than $179 million is available. 
Students will be able to borrow up to $1,500 
a year for up to six years of study, with the 
government paying the interest until the re ­ 
payment period begins. 
In these days of tight money, however, b a n k ­ 
ers and savings and loans officers have been 
quite leary of taking on student loans, which 
earn a stipulated top of 6 per cent interest. In 
sum, it grows yearly both more expensive and 
more possible to go to college.

It sounds like a voice in the wilderness. 
The Missouri Public Service Commission’s, 
that is. 
The state agency has locked horns with the 
Federal Communications Commission on*the 
regulation of intrastate teletypewriter se r­ 
vice by Southwestern Bell Telephone Company. 
It has suspended a proposed increase in rates 
by the utility on a question of jurisdiction. The 
FCC argues that most teletypewriter service is 
interstate. 
If a proposed increase in basic teletypewriter 
charges from $10 to $40 to $45 a month is 
upheld, the rise won’t be long in reaching news 
media, including the Daily Standard. 
The newspaper receives its news from the 
state, nation and world over teletypewriters, 
leased by the Associated Press from the tele­ 
phone company. 
If the Missouri Agency’s contention is correct 
the newspaper might be released from federal 
wage and hour regulations and other federal 
restrictions. 
Federal bureaucrats always have argued that 
daily newspapers could not claim to be exempt 
when they had teletypewriters clicking out news 
from Bombay, India; Tokyo, Japan, and Saigon, 
Viet Nam, which so clearly established them as 
being in interstate commerce. 
While this is true, small dailies, such as the 
Standard, are served by a single state teletype 
with circuits and most of them serve primarily 
small areas within a state. 
Of course whether any business is an intra­ 
state or interstate commerce can be argued un­ 
til the participants are blue in the face. 
There is plenty of ammunition to support 
either contention regardless of the type of 
business involved. 
Newspapers are no exception despite the world 
wide scope of the news services which serve 
them.

Several readers recently have asked questions 
about driving on the Interstate highway system 
— the 41,000-mile network of transcontinental, 
lim ited-access highway that is supposed to be 
completed by 1972. Here are answers to three 
of the most frequent questions: 
Q: 
How long do you recommend that a person 
drive on an Interstate turnpike without stopping? 
R.S., McHenry, 111. 
A: 
First of all, you should plan to pull into a 
service area at least every two hours so that 
you and your passengers can relax and loosen 
cramped muscles. 
In addition, after about six 
hours on the road you should stop driving until 
you’ve gotten some sleep. 
Surveys indicate 
that a driver’s efficienty improves during the 
first three or four hours. 
At about six hours 
his efficiency has returned to its start-of-the- 
trip level. 
But, after six hours it declines 
rapidly. 
Q: 
It seems whenever I drive the Interstate 
somebody practically hooks onto my rear bump­ 
er and stays there. 
I don’t know if they feel 
secure there or what. 
What can I do about it? 
P.M., Refugio, Texas. 
A: 
Tap your brake pedal to make your brake 
lights flash on. 
That usually is all the inkling 
of possible disaster that a tailgater needs. 
Or, decelerate slowly to encourage him to pass. 
Q: If my car breaks down at night on an Inter­ 
state highway . . . . how can I make sure other 
drivers see me?” C.P., Chester, S. C. 
A: 
Of course, you should leave your tail 
lights and interior lights on. 
If your car has 
a turn-signal indicator with an “ emergency” 
position, turn it on so that right and left turn 
signals flash simultaneously. Also, place port­ 
able warning devices like battery-powered lights 
100 feet in front of and behind your car.

The spending 
total, now nearly five times such outlays of 10 
years ago, represents an increase of more than 
$400 million over 1965.

Happiness is seeing your son drafted the same 
day he’s been accepted at an expensive college. 
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The M issouri Highway Patrol 
reports that traffic accidents 
have taken an average of 26 
lives per week this year in the 
State. 
After 36 weeks the death toll 
in 
M issouri 
from 
traffic 
crashes stood at 951 fatalities 
— 37 more than were recorded 
last year on the same date. 
The average number of lives 
lost weekly during this 
same 
period 
in 
1965 was 25. The 
State ended up the year with a 
record high for traffic deaths. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hockaday, 
Superintendent of the M issouri 
State Highway Patrol, noted that 
not only is the traffic toll ahead 
of last year's record at this 
time, but the most dangerous 
driving season of the year is 
yet to 
come. 
“ Traffic fa­ 
talities in M issouri 
almost 
always rise to a tragic high 
during October, November and 
December,” he said. 
“ Last 
year nearly 400 persons died 
on 
Missouri highways during 
this three month period.” 
The 
Patrol 
Superintendent 
pointed to several factors that 
contribute to the many deaths 
during the fall and early winter. 
He mentioned that fewer hours 
of daylight, more social ac­ 
tivities and quick changes in the 
weather have a bearing on why 
the toll usually rises during the 
last three months of the year. 
“ There 
is 
no reason why a 
driver should not consider these 
conditions and adjust his habits 
to 
avoid 
an accident,” 
the 
Colonel continued. “ He should 
reduce his speed when visibility 
is low or when traffic is heavy 
and take every defensive mea­ 
sure to help insure his safety 
and that of others. 
“ Everyone has a 
sponsibility for the 
moral re- 
M issouri 


traffic toll. 
Unless this re ­ 
sponsibility is accepted, we can 
expect a new high in the number 
of traffic deaths at the end of 
the year,” 
Colonel Hockaday 
concluded.

LOS ANGELES — Last week, 
the 
operating 
engineers, 
a 
clean union in southern Cali­ 
fornia, met to vote a $50,000 
campaign contribution 
to Gov. 
Edmund G.Brown, Democrat, in 
his fight to defeat right - wing 
Republican Ronald Reagan. 
The leaders 
of the 
union, 
fearful 
of 
Reagan’s anti - 
labor 
background and back­ 
e rs, proposed the contribution, 
but had to reverse them selves. 
They never even submitted the 
contribution to a vote. If they 
had, the vote against them and 
Brown would have been over­ 
whelming. 
A few days before, in Detroit, 
President Johnson pulled 
a 
crowd of only 10,000 onLabor 
Day in contrast to the crowds of 
$100,000 pulled 
by 
Franklin 
Roosevelt and Harry Truman 
on previous labor days. 
Jimmy Hoffa, head of 
the 
Team sters, when asked whether 
labor was boycotting Johnson, 
replied; 
“ No, labor just isn’t 
hungry anymore. My men each 
have a cottage at the lake, and 
they want to spend their holi­ 
day there, not at a rally where 
there are no parking places. 
Most of them don’t rem em ber 
the old days when labor 
was 
hungry.” 
In California, the election of 
Governor will partly depend 
on whether labor rem em bers 
who helped them in the 
old 
days, when they were hungry, 
or whether they are carried 
away by present - day tele­ 
vision glamour. 
REAGAN’S RECORD 
What candidate Reagan has 
been selling on television has 
been anti-Com m unism , m orali­ 
ty in government, and platitudes 
about fairness to the working 
man. The real record, in con­ 
trast, is just the opposite. 
For 10 years Reagan was the 
TV-Radio spokesman for one of 
the most anti • labor corpora­ 
tions in the nation wrhich sup­ 
ported a procommunist union 
and was convicted of one of the 
biggest crim inal conspiracies 
in the history of 
industrial 
America — General E lectric. 
GE has reform ed since then, 
but at the time Reagan was work­ 
ing for 
it, as a GE employee, 
Reagan paid glamour visits to 


GE plants, talked 
with labor 
leaders, emphasized that he was 
form er 
President of 
the 
Screen Actors Guild, and tried 
to sell the line that General 
Electric was such a good com­ 
pany no union was necessary. 
GE’s top executives 
were 
accused of conspiring to fix the 
prices of the electrical equip­ 
ment used by municipalities and 
utilities all over the nation, thus 
increasing prices to the 
tax­ 
payers. 
For 
this three top 
executives went to jail and GE 
was fined nearly $1 
million. 
This is not the kind of morality 
Reagan now talks about before 
California voters. 
At that time GE was dealing 
with 
the 
United 
Electrical 
Workers which was so procom­ 
munist that on Nov. 2, 1949, the 
CIO expelled it. The resolution 
of expulsion read: “ We 
can no 
longer tolerate the Communist 
party masquerading as a labor 
union.” 
On that same 
day, Nov. 2, 
1949, the CIO established anew 
non-Communist union, the In­ 
ternational Union of Electrical 
Radio and Machine W orkers, 
usually called the “ IUE” , which 
sought to organize 
General 
Electric. 
However, GE continued to do 
business with the procommunist 
even 
after an NLRB election 
was held in March of 1950 in 
which the majority of employees 
voted to join the IUE. It was not 
until November 
of 1950 and 
after a 10 - day strike that GE 
finally recognized the noncom­ 
munist IUE. 
Meanwhile 
GE had brought 
in from the 
C arrier Corpora­ 
tion, Lemuel Boulware, one of 
the most anti • labor executives 
in the nation, to be Vice P resi­ 
dent in charge of GE’s 
labor 
relations. Boulware 
became 
a symbol of anti - union tac­ 
tics, known to labor leaders 
throughout 
the nation, but now 
forgotten by the rank and file in 
southern California. 
POLICIES ON RECORD 
A Senate Labor Committee 
headed by then Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, D-Minn., now Vice 
President, described 
in fas­ 
cinating detail GE’s anti-labor 
policies^ It would make 
in­ 
teresting reading for the op­ 


erating engineers. 
However, as Jimmy 
Hoffa 
said in Detroit, after only 10,- 
000 people turned out to hear 
President Johnson on 
Labor 
Day, “labor isn’t hungry any­ 
m ore. They have forgotten the 
old days.” 
In California, in particular, 
labor has forgotten that Gov. 
Brown 
raised unemployment 
benefits from $40 to $65 a week, 
among the highest in the nation, 
raised pensions from $90 
to 
$101, boosted benefits for hos­ 
pitalized workers from $50 to 
$80, made California’s mini­ 
mum labor standards for wom­ 
en and children the highest in 
the nation, sponsored a fair 
employment practices 
bill 
guaranteeing equal opportunity 
of employment 
to every race 
and creed. 
Brown also boosted Califor­ 
nia’s industrial safety regula­ 
tions to a point where the state 
leads 
the nation. He appointed 
a blue • ribbon commission to 
study 
the 
further 
needs of 
workmen’s compensation, and 
launched the 
largest retrain­ 
ing program for unskilled labor 
in the nation. 
Regarding farm labor, Cali­ 
fornia, under Brown, 
has 
generally 
increased 
hourly 
wage rates to $1.40, and last 
year launched a program 
to 
build 
10 
migrant 
service 
centers with 100 houses each 
to handle imported 
Mexican 
labor or labor from 
other 
parts of the state. 
However, California 
labor 
leaders, like George Meanyand 
the 
AFL-CIO in Washington, 
have been pushing so hard for 
more than the rank and file 
think Brown is anti4abor. “ You 
say Brown hasn’t done enough,” 
they 
grumble, “ and 
now you 
say we’ve got to raise money 
for him .” 
What’s happened to Brown in 
California points to what could 
happen to Johnson around the 
nation. No President since FDR 
has done more for labor than 
LBJ, but when Meany blasts 
him for not wiping 
out 14-B 
and for pushing a tough settle­ 
ment of the airlines strike it 
sounds a note which could af­ 
fect the labor vote throughout 
the nation.

The first trial, which resulted in the convic­ 
tion of Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard for murder in 
the death of his wife, unfolded in a circus 
atmosphere. The supreme court overturned it. 
Many newspapers have been

lawyers 
of the publicity excesses of 
the Cleveland newspapers in covering 
the 
trial and in pre - trial stories, many of which 
were 
prejudiced accounts of the slaying. 
But it didn’t take the judge, who will preside 
at the second trial unless there is a change of 
venue, long to adopt excessive measures to re­ 
strict the press. 
He has excluded cameras, sound equipment, 
teletype machines and other press parapher­ 
nalia from the court room. No fault can 
be 
found with this order because it is necessary 
to maintain the dignity of the court and to 
prevent distraction of w itnesses. 
Judge Roy McMahon overstepped in refusing 
to designate seating arrangements for reporters 
in a small court room and by stipulating 
that 
any reporter who leaves the court room to meet 
a deadline may do so only at the risk of losing 
his seat. 
This is an infringement of press freedom, 
guaranteed by the constitution. 
It also apparently follows a line of reasoning 
that reporting is a game from which participants 
derive pleasure rather than being a useful and 
serious occupation. 
The news media are the eyes and ears of the 
public. No valid purpose can be served

hampering 
those who have necessary

important work to do. 
The judge would be one of the first to resent 
inaccurate reporting of the trial yet he is willing 
to invite it by adopting rules which may deny news 
■mfdift access to the facts. 
This particular restriction is not in the public 
interest.

WITH ABOUT 6 MILLION American boys and 
girls going to colleges and universities 
this 
fall — compared with about 5 1/2 million last 
year — a silent prayer is in order for all the 
parents who have to bear the costs of college.

student who tries can make it to college, but 
for some parents the financial hardship will be 
real. 
College costs seem to rise at a geometrical

tuition, fees, and room and board at Yale will 
average a cool $3,000 —

Education 
estim ates 
extra expenses at an 
average of $700 to $800 per school year, and that 
sounds 
low. The O. of E. will send a free 
pamphlet on budgeting for college in reply to a 
postcard 
addressed to Office of Education,

FEDERALLY GRANTED LOANS for 
college 
have been facilitated by the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. This 
in a 
sense augments the 
National Defense Education Act of 1958. Under 
the latter act, about 968,000 needy students have 
borrowed approximately $834 million to go to 
college. 
Nearly half a million students at approximate­ 
ly 1,600 institutions will be able to borrow this 
year. More than $179 million is available. 
Students will be able to borrow up to $1,500 
a year for up to six years of study, with the 
government paying the interest until the re­ 
payment period begins. 
In these days of tight money, however, bank­ 
ers and savings and loans officers have been 
quite leary of taking on student loans, which 
earn a stipulated top of 6 per cent interest. In 
sum, it grows yearly both more expensive and 
more possible to go to college.

The M issouri Public Service Commission’s, 
that is. 
The state agency has locked horns with the 
Federal Communications Commission on*the 
regulation of intrastate teletypewriter 
ser­ 
vice by Southwestern Bell Telephone Company. 
It has suspended a proposed increase in rates 
by the utility on a question of jurisdiction. The 
FCC argues that most teletypewriter service is 
interstate. 
If a proposed increase in basic teletypewriter 
charges from $10 to $40 to $45 a month is 
upheld, the rise won’t be long in reaching news 
media, including the Daily Standard. 
The newspaper receives its news from the 
state, nation and world over teletypewriters, 
leased by the Associated Press from the tele­ 
phone company. 
If the Missouri Agency’s contention is correct 
the newspaper might be released from federal 
wage and hour regulations and other federal 
restrictions. 
Federal bureaucrats always have argued that 
daily newspapers could not claim to be exempt 
when they had teletypewriters clicking out news 
from Bombay, India; Tokyo, Japan, and Saigon, 
Viet Nam, which so clearly established them as 
being in interstate commerce. 
While this is true, small dailies, such as the 
Standard, are served by a single state teletype 
with circuits and most of them serve primarily 
small areas within a state. 
Of course whether any business is an intra­ 
state or interstate commerce can be argued un­ 
til the participants are blue in the face. 
There is plenty of ammunition to support 
either contention regardless of the type of 
business involved. 
Newspapers are no exception despite the world 
wide scope of the news services which serve 
them.

Several readers recently have asked questions 
about driving on the Interstate highway system 
— the 41,000-m ile network of transcontinental, 
lim ited-access highway that is supposed to be 
completed by 1972. Here are answers to three 
of the most frequent questions: 
Q: 
How long do you recommend that a person 
drive on an Interstate turnpike without stopping? 
R.S., McHenry, 111. 
A: 
First of all, you should plan to pull into a 
service area at least every two hours so that 
you and your passengers can relax and loosen 
cramped m uscles. 
In addition, after about six 
hours on the road you should stop driving until 
you’ve gotten some sleep. 
Surveys indicate 
that a driver’s efficienty improves during the 
first three or four hours. 
At about six hours 
his efficiency has returned to its start-of-the- 
trip level. 
But, after six hours it declines 
rapidly. 
Q: 
It seem s whenever I drive the Interstate 
somebody practically hooks onto my rear bump­ 
er and stays there. 
I don’t know if they feel 
secure there or what. 
What can I do about it? 
P.M., Refugio, Texas. 
A: 
Tap your brake pedal to make your brake 
lights flash on. 
That usually is ail the inkling 
of possible disaster that a tailgater needs. 
Or, decelerate slowly to encourage him to pass. 
Q: If my car breaks down at night on an Inter­ 
state highway . . . . how can I make sure other 
drivers see me?” C.P., Chester, S. C. 
A: 
Of course, you should leave your tail 
lights and interior lights on. 
If your car has 
a turn-signal indicator with an “ emergency” 
position, turn it on so that right and left turn 
signals flash simultaneously. Also, place port­ 
able warning devices like battery-powered lights 
IOO feet in front of and behind your car.

WAR ON POVERTY 
WASHINGTON, D.C. 
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The Missouri Highway Patrol 
reports that traffic accidents 
have taken an average of 26 
lives per week this year in the 
State. 
After 36 weeks the death toll 
in 
Missouri 
from 
traffic 
crashes stood at 951 fatalities 
—37 more than were recorded 
last year on the same date. 
The average number of lives 
lost weekly during this 
same 
period 
in 
1965 was 25. The 
State ended up the year with a 
record high for traffic deaths. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hockadayf 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol, noted that 
not only is the traffic toll ahead 
of last year's record at this 
time, but the most dangerous 
driving season of the year is 
yet to 
come. 
"Traffic fa­ 
talities in M issouri 
almost 
always rise to a tragic high 
during October, November and 
Decem ber," he said. 
"L ast 
year nearly 400 persons died 
on 
Missouri highways during 
this three month period.** 
The 
Patrol 
Superintendent 
pointed to several factors that 
contribute to the many deaths 
during the fall and early winter, 
He mentioned that fewer hours 
of daylight, more social ac­ 
tivities and quick changes in the 
weather have a bearing on why 
the toll usually rises during the 
last three months of the year. 
"There 
is 
no reason why a 
driver should not consider these 
conditions and adjust his habits 
to 
avoid 
an accident,’* 
the 
Colonel continued. "He should 
reduce his speed when visibility 
is low or when traffic is heavy 
and take every defensive mea­ 
sure to help Insure his safety 
and that of others. 
"Everyone has a moral re­ 
sponsibility tor the 
Missouri 


traffic toll. 
Unless this re­ 
sponsibility is accepted, we can 
expect a new high in the number 
of traffic deaths at the end of 
the year,** 
Colonel Hockaday 
concluded.

Consti­ 
tution Week was approved in 
August, 
1856, as a time for 
study and observance of the 
acts that resulted in the draft­ 
ing of the Constitution.

of organizations have been in­ 
strumental in encouraging these 
observances. Among them are 
the Sons of the American Revo­ 
lution, the 
American Legion, 
the National Education A sso­ 
ciation, and the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. 
It 
was the 
DAR in 1955 which 
organized the idea of devoting 
an entire week to the Consti­ 
tution, beginning on September 
17 of each year. The underlying 
purpose is to strengthen our

in 
her dedication to 
liberty and Justice.

TWO PARTIES APPROVE 
CAMPAIGN PLATFORMS 
JEFFERSON 
CITY-Missouri 
Democrats and Republicans met 
here last week and adopted cam­ 
paign platforms kicking off the 
fail campaign.

College Costs Complicated 


By JOHN CUNNIFF 
NEW YORK (AP) — The high 
cost of attending college, always 
a cause of frantic figuring and 
financial juggling by parents,is 
hurting even more this year. 
Most parents and students 
were prepared for the high tui­ 
tion and other costs of college 
life. But others were surprised 
by the difficulty of getting low- 
cost, delayed-payment educa­ 
tional loans. 
Some 
banks 
simply didn’t 
have the money to lend because 
of previous commitments to 
profitable interest rates else­ 
where. 
In some instances, students 
and parents seeking tank loans 
were sent form s, but were told 
that they shouldn’t expect a 
loan unless they also had an 
account at the bank. 
Although close to a billion dol­ 
la rs is invested in student loan 
program s — through govern­ 
ment plans adm inistered by col­ 
leges, government ioans admin­ 
istered by baulks, end straight 
loans to parents — the demand 
has grown fast. And money is 
tight. 
One estim ate of the cost of a 
year in college puts it at $986 for 
a public college in a student's 
own state to $2,261 at a private 
college. 


Making up the $2,261, says the 
Institute of Life Insurance, is 
$1,376 for tuition and fees and 
$885 for room and boa rd. These 
figures are average. They will 
be exceeded frequently. 
To obtain funds, some parents 
have sold stock at a very inap­ 
propriate time — when prices 
have dropped about 20 per cent 
below their heights of a few 
months ago. 
Few parents and students are 
going to permit themselves to 
be caught again next year, but 
the fact remains that without 
loans 
some students simply 
won’t be able to attend college. 
The cost of higher education 
is outpacing personal income. 
And today’s enrollment ofabout 
4.5 million college students is 
forecast 
to nearly double by 
1973. Many of these will not 
have cash. They will have 
to 
borrow. 
Farsighted bankers, realizing 
that a student later will use a 
checking account, a savings ac­ 
count, wlii purchase's caranda 
house, recognize the value of 
such an investment. 
Hopefully, they will supply the 
money. The First National City 
Bank in New York estim ates 
that the billion dollars now 
available will probably double 
in 1969 and triolebvl972 


Temperatures and Rain 


Will Be Below Normal 


PORTAGEVILLE —Both tem­

On this date In 1881, Chester 
Alan Arthur was sworn in as 
the 21st president of the United 
States.

the craft slanting down on the 
moon's surface about 10:25p.m. 
Thursday, in position to start 
relaying 
television 
pictures 
back to earth. 
Target for the 10-foot-tall, 
threeJegged shutterbug robot 
was the Sinus Medii or Central 
Bay area of the moon, located 


almost in the exact center of the 
moon as it is seen from earth. 
This spot is about 800 miles east 
of the Ocean of Storm s, where 
Surveyor 1 
touched down in 
June and transm itted 11,237 
closeup pictures. 
Project officials were ponder­ 
ing a plan to jiggle Surveyor 2 
around on the moon's surface 
from two to four days after it 
lands. 
The move, which would be 
done by triggering the craft's 
engine, would carry Surveyor 2 
a few inches from its original 
landing spot. This would perm it 
it to photograph pictures of its 
original footprints, aiding offi­ 
cials analyzing the type of soil 
astronauts must confront on the 
moon. 
The Surveyor 2 flight plan “ is 
more difficult” than that of Sur­ 
veyor 1, Milwitzky said. 
The first Surveyor descended 
almost vertically to the lunar 
surface. Surveyor 2, however, 
was designed to come in at an 
angle of 23 degrees to hit its ta r­ 
get. 
Even shallower descents will 
be necessary for future Survey­ 
or craft landing farther east, 
Milwitzky said, and a sim ilar 
descent angle is planned for 
Apollo astronauts. 
Sinus Medii “ appears to be 
somewhat 
rougher 
than 
the 
area where Surveyor 1 landed,” 
Milwitzky said. “ It has all kinds 
of rough stuff around it.” 
This would make a successful 
landing more difficult, since 
hitting a rock, for example, 
could damage the descending 
craft or possibly tip it over. 
Surveyors 3 and 4 may be 
modified to include a shovel­ 
like device which would scoopa 
small trench under Surveyor’s 
television 
eye, the program 
manager revealed. This would 
aid researchers in analyzing the 
texture of the moon. 
The last three c ra ft—Survey­ 
o rs 5, 6 and 7 — may carry in­ 
strum ents to analyze the chemi­ 
cal content of the moon’s su r­ 
face. 
The 11,237 closeup pictures 
transm itted by Surveyor 
1 
showed the Ocean of Storms to 
be like a dry desert, with siz.
